The Yuba Mine. 

The mines on Diamond Creek a few 
miles north of Emigrant Gap have 
been attracting a good deal of notice 
for several years. Diamond Moun- 
tain has had many locations on it end 
considerable work has been done.

The Yuba mine seems to run through 
Diamond mountain and crops out for 
250 feet up and dewn on the wali of 
the vast canyon of the Yuba river.
